Fatality in Railroad Yard at North

Walpole Wednesday

Victim Was Probably Dennis McQuy, a
Weaver of West Swamey, N. H. Rela-

tives Not Heard From.

An unknown man was killed In tho
Boston & Malno freight yard In North
Walpole at 1.55 Wednseday morning.
A special freight train on the Rutland
railroad In charge of Conductor II. C.
Kdgerton, Brakeman II. S. Halllday and
H. S. Clarke and Engineer O. W. Sumner
was switching In tho Boston & Maine
yard. The man was probably on tho track
and did not notice In the dark that the
engine was backing up on the way to the
Rutland yard.

When discovered the body was terribly
mangled, the head being completely sev-
ered, the shoulders crushed, and the arms
and body mutilated. The Identity of the
man was not known, but letters were
found In one pocket addressed to Dennis
McGuy, West Swanzey, N. II. No other
marks of Identification could be found.

The body was removed to the undertak-
ing rooms of J. E. Kcefe and lay there
all day Wednesday. Later In the day the
authorities learned that a man by the
same name, a weaver by trade, was known
In Providence, It. I., and had brothers
there. Communication was opened with
tho chief of police there and efforts made
to locate the relatives throughout the
day.

Up to a late hour last evening no defl
nlto news had been heard from Provi-
dence and the authorities were In doubt
to whom to deliver the body. The dead
man was Identified by thrco or four men
from Saxtons nlver, as Dennis McGuy, a
weaver from Olneyvllle, It. I. Up to
last night no one had appcare. to claim
tho body although efforts were being made
to locate his friends.

First Class License Granted Thomas Don
egan.

same In writing, that tho license to Mr.
Donegan Is a menace to their Interests
we will close tho place at once." It Hs
probable this Is the only license that
will be granted, at least for the present
This makes but four out of the six to
which the tovln Is entitled, as tho drug'
gists have refused to accept unless three
of them can have It. At the present
time not a drop of liquor can bo pur
chased legally for family or medicinal
use. A man, or woman, may drink all
they can hold at a bar, but none can bo
furnished elsewlso.

Case at Saxtons River Appealed to
County Court.

--The case of R. A. Ilussey, the Sax
tons River barber, the account of whose
arrest last weeK ror violating sunuay
laws for the state was given In The
Phcenlx, has proved a matter of much
Interest during tho first three days of
this week.

Village Water Committee Will Re

ceive Them at 4 P. M. Today

Representatives of a Dozen Contracting
Firms Here Provision for Issuance of

Water Bonds.

The villago water board has been busy
this week showing contractors over tho
courso of tho proposed Independent vil-
lage water system and nttcndlng to the
various details Incident to securing bids
for putting In the system. Headquarters
wero established Monday In the offlco of
James F. Hooker, chairman of tho water
board, whero blue-pri- profiles were dis
played on the walls and where copies of
tho specifications were examined by the
contractors.

About a dozen contractors came to
Brattleboro Monday and enough more
came Tuesday to bring the total number
up to about 16. Some have gono home,
while others have remained to learn the
amounts of the bids, which will be opened
at 4 o'clock today. Engineer A. II. Towno
of Springfield, Mass., and members of tho
board accompanied the contractors over
the territory which the proposed system
Involves and gave them nil the Rsslstnnco
possible. Tho contractors came from
Boston, New York, Springfield, Worcester.
Hartford and other cities.

said intake reservoir, along a private right
of way or traveled highway for about 21,-4-

feet, or to the corner of High nnd
Green streets In said village. Hydrnnts
will bo placed at points to be determined
by the water board. The distributing sys-
tem will cover tho following streets; the
size nnd npproxlmate length on each being
given, and nil as shown on file nt the of-
flco of James F. Hooker.

The work to bo done shall In-
clude the price of grubbing, clearing
of reservoir nnd Intake, site of construc-
tion of reservoir nnd Intake, dams nnd
gate houses, with necessary exhaust and
supply pipe, the furnishings of all ma
terial, labor and tools for the entire work.
The digging of trenches, the laying of all
pipes, gates, hydrants, blow off and spec-
ial work. The entire system to be com-
plete nnd ready for operation, first class
In every respect nnd to be satisfactory to
the water board and the engineer.

Tho work shall be done In strict con-
formity with such lines, levels,- - stakes,
profiles, plans, maps, drawings, specifica-
tions nnd directions ns shall from time to
time be given by the engineer for the
guidance nnd direction of tho contractor.

There are two forms of bids:
(A) For nil material nnd labor re-

quired In constructing both storage and
Intake reservoirs. Including grubbing nnd
clearing tho reservoir sites, furnishing nil
material and constructing both core wall
dams, gate houses, gates, screens, nnd
In fact, completing all work required to
tho point of supply plpo at down
stream face of Intake reservoir.

(B) For furnishing, delivering and
placing entire system of supply nnd dis-
tribution pipe, gates, hydrnnts, supplies,
and In fact, furnishing the material, con-
structing nnd building tho entire system
with the exception of the Items under
(A) ns above, according to the plans and
specifications.

The contractor Is called upon to fill out
a list of itemized prices for the different
sizes of pipe, etc.

Arrangements are made for monthly
payment for work, with a percentage to
be withheld by the water board.

It Is agreed that the contractor Is to
receive and accept In payment and as full
compensation for all of the material fur-
nished and for constructing nil of the
work specified municipal water works
bonds to tho amount of $125,000 nnd to
accept as a balance of payment a note or
notes on tho village of Brattleboro.

Provisions are made for extra work, for
the assumption of all liability for dam-ag- o

by the contractor, etc, and the de-
cision of tho engineer with reference to
the agreement and specifications Is to be
final and conclusive,

The specifications cover In great detail
the manner In which the work shall be
done.

BIDS DO NOT COVER ALL.

Some Streets Not Included In the Call
Halllday Road Can be Discontinued

Only by Court. Order.
An examination of the specifications

which the water board submitted to the
contractors Bhows that a great deal of
money will have to be paid out by the
village beyond what is let under this
contract. In the first place, the contrac-
tor's contract does not cover nor Include
the water damages! this was estimated
by the engineers for the village, last sum-mo- r,

In case the present plan of the water
board should be carried out at about
$44,000; nor do these specifications cover
the expense of protecting the system, the
reservoir and the watershed from potlu- -

tlon. If tho water board carry out the
same idea which they Insisted Sir. Crow-e- ll

should do if they bought him out, it
would require tho purchase of practically
tho whole watershed, at tho expense of
many thousands of dollars. The water
board make no provision for purification
of tho water, if tho state board of health
should require that to be done. Nor Is
thero nny provision made that the con-
tractor pay for rights of way for laying
the pipe. Another Hem which Is likely
to cost a great deal of money Is the blast-
ing of rock. According to the form of
bids which the water board have sub-
mitted, tho contractors are to be paid
extra for rock work at so much per cubic
yard, so the lump sum at which this
contract may bo let will bo Increased by
whatever the village has to pay for blast-
ing rock. No estimate has gono out as
to the amount of rock that will havo to
bo blasted, but persons acquainted with
the conditions know that it Is a very
largo amount. The contract allows the
contractor extra pay by tho cubic yard
for removing any rock, Including boulders
down to one-ha- lf cubic yard.

The distributing system which the bids
nre to cover on the following streets, is
as follows:

Whole length of High street; wholo
length of Mnln, from Canal to the high
school building; whole length of Elliot;
wholo length of Union; Canal street as-fa-

ns Maple street; BIrge street, from
Canal to Estey street; Estey street, from
Union to Organ street; Organ and Estey
streets through to Maple street; Maple
street, from Estey street to Canal street;
whole length of Washington street; South
Main street from Main street to Wash-
ington street; whole length of Chapln
street, proper; on Linden street, from
Chapln to Walnut street; on Green street,
down Church street, to Elliot street; out
the Brook Road through Swedevllle; whole
length of Union street; Spruce street to
Myrtlo; whole length of Myrtle street;
Cedar street, from Myrtle to Western
avenue: whole length of Grove street; Oak
from High to Chapln street.

It will be noticed that tho foregoing
does not, by any means, provide for a
complete system for the vil-
lage.

So when all the work the contract calls
for Is done, the village will not have a
water system covering anywhere near the
whole portion. There is a provision In
the contract whereby the contractor shall
lay more pipe for extra pay, but that of
course would cost so much extra money
abovo the contract price.

It may be Interesting to compare the
above distributing system with the Crow-e- ll

system.
The Crowell mains now cover the fol-

lowing streets, which will not be covered
by the village system as proposed:

Spruce street, beyond Myrtlo; Laurel
street; Forest street to Howard; Howard
street; Chapln street extension; Oak street
from Chapln to Chase; whole of Chase
street; whole of Willlston street; North
Main, North, Tyler, Terrace nnd Walnut
streets; Harris Place: Elm street from
Elliot to Flat street; Vernon street from
the Main street bridge to the Brattleboro
Cabinet company factory: Reed. Clark,
Brook, Prospect, Centrnl, Pearl, Thomas,
Highland and Pine streets; Canal street
from Maple street to the fair ground;
Oak Grove avenue; South Main street
from street to beyond Pine
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street; Chestnut street; Pleasant street;
Maple street west of Estey street.

Tho only place whero the proposed vil-
lage system has a pipe where Crowell
does not have Is one, Is 'down Union
street and through Swedevllle.

It will be seen that for the village to
get a system which covers the ground
which the Crowell system does, will re-
quire a very large outlay above tho
amount called for by the proposed con-
tract.

It Is estimated by one of the contrac-
tors who was here that the proposed vil-
lage system with the system
called for will cost to complete It, includ-
ing all water and land damage, and a
distributing system covering the territory
that the Crowell system covers, practi-
cally twice as much as to simply do
the work and furnish the material re-
quired by the proposed contract So,
whatever bid Is received by the water
board If a contract should be let, the
amount will have to bo practically doubled
to show what the system would cost the
village; then, the village will have simply
Halllday brook, nothing more, with a
reservoir of 22,000,000 gallons. The

which the water board put
upon Mr. Crowell In the proposition they
made him was to have storage for

gallons of water. The proposed
villago system has 22,000,000 gallons, witha water shed only a fraction the slzo of
the Crowell system. The village cannot
know from any bids that are received on
the proposed plan what an effectivewater system will cost.

Another seems to be in
the way for tho taking of the Halllday
brook for a water supply for Brattleboro,
as proposed by the water board.

Tho proposed reservoir will require the
of the Halllday road for

some distance, and the building of a new
road In another place.

It appears that the Halllday road Is acounty road laid out by the county court
In 1866, and cannot by law be discontin-
ued, except by order of the county court.
This seems to have been overlooked untilnow.

Chairman Hooker, of the water board
and Chairman Roess, of the constructioncommittee, stato In substance that whilethey realize that the bids called for willnot cover the cost of laying pipe on allthe streets which It is planned to supply
ultimately, the bids will cover all thework that can be done this year, whichwill embrace the greater part of the areawhich most needs Are protection. Theyexpect that the bids for tho work atpresent called for and whatever expense

will come well
